advices. The negotiations were initi- 
ated 'on the Nieu-Chwang contract 
which has been the chief bone of con- 
tention since its grant to Great Britain 
by China last January.- Russia entered 
strong protest against its terms, but 
now has withdrawn all opposition .-to 
the carrying out of the contract. This 
is understood to be only the prelim- 
inary to a permanent agreement regu- 
lating all Anglo-Russian relations in 
China.

from 5 to iO per cent, and of coal min- 
ers in some large districts, about as 
much, has set a pace which most es- 
tablishments .will follow which have 
reduced wages in the past years of de- 
pression.
